AN INCREASIN6 EVIL. 


I 


f is a noticeable fact that drunkenness is increas- 


ing among the Indians in Nevada, and the vice 


appears to be about equally prevalent among the 
three principal tribes—the Piutes, Shoshones and 
\Va.sboes. This increase of the white man's vice 
ampng the redskins is due solely to the facilities for 
obtaining plentiful supplies of the forbidden fire 
water. The sources of supply are the lowest class 
of Chinese, and the still more degraded white men 
and women, who are the almost sole violators of the 
United States and State laws forbidding the sale or 
giving away of intoxicating liquor to the waids of 
the federal government. 


This is an instance wherein rigid enforcement 


of the law does not tend to lessen its violation. 
At every term of the United States District Court 
there are a dozen or more cases, which almost in- 
variably result in conviction and sentence, and yet 
the evil is increasing from term to term, as is proven 
by the number of cases at the present session, which 
is greater than ever before. 
The officers are prompt 


in ferreting out and arresting offenders, the juries 
do their duty and the court's leniency is generally 
limited only by the penalty provision of the law 
itself. 


The truth is there is no proper punishment pro- 


vided for this particular offense. 
Although gener- 


ally regarded in the light of petty offenders, their 
offense is greater and a greater menace to the peace 
of a community than that ot the ordinary thiff or 
footpad. 
The semi-civilized Indian of Nevada is 


generally a quiet and peaceful person, seldom in 
trouble with those of his r<ce, and more seldom with 
white people, unless egregiously imposed upon 
But a few drinks of whisky changes his entire dis- 
position. 
It arouses all ot his savage instincts and 


he becomes more combative and blood-thirsty than 
in his primitive condition before subdued or soft- 
ened by the influence of civilized surroundings. 


Imprisonment in a county jail, or even the pen- 


itentiary, has no terrors for scarcely 
any of the 


creatures guilty of the offense we have mentioned. 
In fact, most of them regard it as a pirnic rather 
than punishment, with plenty to eat and little or 
nothing to do, and in quite a number of instances 
it has been obvious that the "punishment" was the 
sole purpose of the offense. Certainly something 
should be done to at least check this growing evil, 
if it cannot be, altogether removed. There is a 
federal law which provides for the deportation of 
Chinese criminals. We believe, in fact, that a 
United States District Judge is empowered to desig- 
nate such penalty in his sentence, but there are so 
many complications and so much red tape connected 
with it that the law is practically a nullity. If it 
could be simplified and enforced it would settle the 
question of punishment so far as Chinese offenders 
are concerned. It is to be hoped that our national 
law-makers will devise some penalty method which 
will prove a preventative rather than encourage- 
ment to this class of crime.

MACCARONI WHEAT.

UT very little attention has heretofore been 


paid to the s» b ect of the growth of niaccaroni 


wheat in the United States, but the Department of 
Agriculture has taken the matter in hand and is 
n out to issue a circular embodying the results cf 
an extended investigation on the part of Mark 
Alfred Carleton, government cerealist, who spent 
considerable time in Russia, where the greatest 
proportion of the world's crop of niaccaroni wheat 
is raised. Mr. Carleton'* report contradicts the 
erroneous impression that the soil and climate in 
the United States are not adapted to the more hardy 
varieties of wheat, such as are necessary for niac- 
caroni manufacture, and Secretary Wilson is pre- 
pared to demonstrate in his circular that it is 
possible to raise enough of this kind of wheat on 
the semi-arid plains of the west to supply all of that 
article of food that is consumed in this count™. 
Practical tests have been made with Russian rnac- 
caroni wheats, which demonstrate the fact they 
can be successfully cultivated in the Dakotas, Utah, 
Kansas, Colarado, Texas, Idaho, Nevada and Cali- 
fornia. Although Oregon and Washington ate not 
mentioned, we are under the impression that the 
experiment has been successfully tried in those 
States and that considerable of the product has been 
shipped to San Francisco for use in the maccaroni 
factories in that city. The total amount of foreign 
niaccaroni wheat imported is estimated at about 15,- 
000.000 bushels every year, while the domestic crop 
of this year, which has already been contracted for. 
aggregates only about 100,000 bushels. 


This is a subject well worthy the attention of 


the farmers and land owners in Nevada. 
Doubtless 


the Agricultural department of our State University 
could furnish.some interesting information in regard 
to it, although we are not aware that any practical 
tests have been made in this State, and our atten- 
tion was directed to the subject by an article in an 
eastern paper which could discern no reason why 
the States mentioned in the coming circular should 
not raise enough maccaroni wheat to supply the do- 
mestic demand. Certainly, if the soil and climate 


to growers than any of the States named, for she bis 
a larger amount of land that could be made produc- 
tive and which could be acquired for far less prices 
than in either of the others, and in regard to the 
area, probably more than any three of them com-' 
bined. The forthcoming circular ought and perhaps 
will have the effect to further the irrigation project 
now pending in Congress, for it will add another;; to 
the already conceded possibilities of tbe semi-arid 
region of the country, whose only present use, to 
the people or the government is for railroads to pass 
over from one more favored section to another.

IRELAND'S WORLDS FAIR.

* business has been ever financially very profita- 
ble, so it can be scarcely the certainty of a good 
thing that is prompting so many communities to go 
into the speculation. There may be a spirit of riv- 
alry about it, a confidence that there will be great 
honor and perhaps profit, and so the thing goes on. 
While the Columbian Exposition was still going on, 
the Paris Exposition was being arranged, and while 
the French show was being enjoyed, the details ol 
the affair at Buffalo were being determined. Before 
this was opened St. Louis and Charleston were 
seeking aid from Congress for the-same purpose. 


And now Ireland has entered tbe field and a 


World's Fair has been arranged to come off at Cork 
next year. A donation from the government ol 
$275,000 has already been secured for a departmental 
display building, phich it proposes to fill with ex- 
hibits. An ideal space containing thirty acres has 
been selected; a small river runs through the grounds 
clear and placid; parts of the tract are heavily wood' 
ed and yet all is within the city limits, connected 
with the business portion of which by electric tram- 
cars. Negotiations have already begun with the 
transportation companies, including the transatlan 
tic concerns, for securing such favorable low rates 
as will induce visitors from the far away to visit the 
"old country," with the international fair as the 
special attraction.
